Berkheim er was adm itted to the 
Carlisle hospital Thursday evening 
where X-ray exam inations showed i 
he was suffering from a fracture of I 
the right shoulder, several ribs on i 
the right side, concussion and shock. 
The exam ination failed to reveal a l 
fracture ot the skull although a] 
deep sc alp wound had been inflicted ! 
at the back of the head. His condi­ 
tion this afternoon was said to be 
fair. 
The accident was investigated by 
Sergeant s. S h e a re r of the local 
sub-station of the highway patrol 
who learned that Berkheim er was 
walking north along the west edge 
of the highway when he was struck 
by the northbound truck 
Tile m an 
was hit by the side of the truck as 
the negro driver was in the act of 
passing an automobile travelling in 
the sam e direction. 
Tile impact 
knocked the man to the ground. 
Wilson stopped his truck and found 
Berkheim er lying by the side of the 
road in an unconscious condition. 
Th** injured m an was carried to 
his home nearby and Dr. D. D. 
Stoner, Dillsburg, was summoned. 
He advised th a t the m an be removed 
immediately to a hospital. 
Following his investigation Ser- 
• grant Shaffer laid inform ations be­ 
fore Justice of the Peace C. W. 
Gross of Dillsburg charging Wilson 
with assault and buttery by auto­ 
mobile and with reckless driving. 
Unable to provide the necessary 
$500 bail the negro was committe d 
to the Yolk county jail to await a 
hearing before Justice Gross next 
Wednesday.
